Birmingham, Ala. March 26.—(Special.) 
Masterly is the word that most fittingly 
describes the manner in which Birming- 
ham has met and overcome the demoral- 
ization caused by the tornado that swept 
across a portion of the city Monday, 
leaving hayoc and ruin in its wake. 
‘Since two hours after the storm passed 
the devastated portion of the town has 
been policed and immediate reWef work 
instituted. And at noon today at a mass 
meeting of citizens called by Mayor 
Drennen Birmingham notified the out- 
side world that she was able to care 
for her own and would. not ask for as- 
sistahce. A relief fund of ‘over $10,000 
has been raised. This sum will be amply 
sufficient to care for those left home- 
less and destitute by the storm, and to 
aid all who are unable to rebuild their 
homes. The disposition and ability that 
the citizens have displayed to go to work 
and build up again what has been de- 
stroyed without wasting time or making 
impotent outcry against their fate is the 
most striking feature of the situation 
that exists here today. 

Talk with Mayor Drennen. 

After the meeting at which over 
$5,000 was raised, held at noon, I had a 
talk with Mayor Drennen. He has spent 
practically all his time in the devastated 
district since yesterday at noon, and is 
perhaps more thoroughly conversant 
with existing conditions than any other 
man in town. He said: 

“TI estimate the total damage done at 
$300,000. Probably 500 houses were de- 
stroyed, of which the greater number 
were fiilmsy one or two room buildings, 
occupied by negroes, and can be rebuilt 
at a trifling cost. Nearly all of the per- 
sons who lost anything, lost practically 
everything. 

‘In all the tornado struck ten blocks 
inside the city limits. Five of these 
blocks were wholly destroyed and hard- 
ly a timber was left standing. On the 
other five the damage was not so great 
because the rather erratic path of the 
storm did not include every one of the 
houses, but by some queer law of chance 
seemed to make selections. 

“Where the storm struck it did its 
work thoroughly. There is much suffer- 
ing among many persons whose homes 
were in the track of the storm. Their 
wants are being relieved as rapidly as 
possible. No one will be allowed to suf- 
fer long. 

“The citizens of Birmingham have 
raised since yesterday over $10,000 in 
cash for the aid of the destitute. The 
work of distribution will begin at once. 
We are thankful for the offers of assist- 
ance that have come from so many cities 
and from people who do not reside in 
Birmingham, but we are able to take 
care of our own, and will not ask any- 
one to help us. Our town has suffered 
but has not been frretrievably damaged. 
Those who have been unfortunate will 
be put on their feet by the more fortu- 
‘nate. Birmingham will not go before the 
world in the attitude of a beggar.”’ 

In the Debris Littered Path. 

Assuredly it was not a destroyed city 
into which a train full of belated cor- 
respondents and anxious husbands came 
today, while the turquoise and violet 
dawn lights were still in the eastern sky. 
The town awoke as cheerily and began 
its day’s work as briskly as though a 
tornado was a thing unheard of. 

Presently the ‘“‘story’’ tegan to reveal 
itself to the newspaper men. Squads of 
boy-soldiérs in charge of corporals, 
white faced and weary, eyed, because af

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their unaccustomed night-long vigil, be- 
gan marching through the. streets down 
town. They stacked their arms on the 
sidewalk and went into many little res- 
taurants for breakfast. When they had 
finished they marched southward again, 
enjoying the novelty of the thing like 


school boys on a holiday. 

There are many reasons why it is dif- 
ficult to realize today the sickening hor- 
rors that may have occurred yesterday 
on the debris littered nath that marks 
the course of the tornado. With the sun 
shining down brightly from clear blue 
skies on swarming hundreds of light- 
hearted singing negroes who are at work 
clearing away the wreckage, and on 
many ladies carefully picking their way 
over the timbets of the dismantled and 
destroyed houses it is difficult tg picture 
the terror of Monday. 

It is rendered doubly difficult because. 
of the fact that of all the hundreds who 
were in the path of the tornado, not 
one has given a _ coherent, intelligent 
story of what it was like. They are all 
agreed on one point, however, that it 
came through the devastated district a’ 
his satanic majesty is reported to have 
gone through Athloné—in standing leaps. 

Course of Storm. 

To the south of Birmingham and run- 
ning nearly northeast and southwest fs a 
bald, bony ridge with a serrated back- 
bone. It is called Red mountain. Toward 
the city it falls sheerly for perhaps 300 
feet and then break into aéiée suc- 
cession of rolling foothills. The 
troughs between these’ hills ‘rut ‘al- 
most north and _ south. The tornado 
came into Birmingham from the direction 
of Ensley, which is in the western end 
of the valley. 

When it struck the end of 
Red mountain it was apparently deflected 
from its course and moved thereafter 
more nearly from southwest to north- 
east, following the foot hills, hugging the 
lee side of the gaunt red ridge and swcop- 
ing on down into the valley beyond the 
city and into Irondale and. on, again.

Terrifying Features. 

Here is the most curious and terrifying 
feature of thetornado: That it did not move 
forward steadily in its downward sweep of 
death, but like some monstrous living 
thing of evil, writhed and roared and 
plunged as it twisted its fearful course. 
Those who ‘looked into its face and felt 
its hot and gusty breath before it fell upon 
them remorselessly cannot. speak of it

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They have looked into the eyes of death, 
and fear has not left them, 

Today I have talked with probably a 
dozen men’ and women who were in the 
path of the dread thing and who escaped 
death ‘by the thickness: of a hair. Beyond 
the fact that the whirling clouds were 
black and fearsome and came on with a 
horrid, grinding roar they have no clear 
impression of what happened.

Mrs. Montgomery’s Story. 

Mrs. W. G. Montgomery lives on Thir- 
tieth street, next door to the home of 
Mrs. Robert J. Lowe. She was alonc in 
the house with her baby and-the latter’s 
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Minter’s Store on 20th Street. 
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nerse. All three of them were in the 
front of the house. Feeling strangely 
suffocated and fearful Mrs. Montgomery 
started to the front door, which was 
open, with the intention of :closing it. 
She saw the oncoming whirl of cloud and 
dirt twisting furiously up the knoll on 
which her home is located. She hurried 
with the nurse and child into a small 
room in the rear of the house, The 
storm swept the front and rear hall dvors 
from their hinges cleanly and wiped the

‘The Montgomery home was only par- 
tially unroofed, but the Lowe house, less 
than twenty-five feet away, was beatér 
down as a man might crush a worm un- 
der his heel. Mr. Lowe and Miss Peter- 
sen, a white nurse; escaped practically 
unhurt. Mrs. Lowe and her four-weexs- 
old infant were in bed in an up stairs 
room and were crushed by the rafters 
of the house.

On Brown’s Hill. 

Brown’s Hill is a knoll; one of a row 
shaped like the knuckles on a man’s 
clenched fist.

Played Strange Tricks. 

All through the destroyed district from 
Avenue H and Fifteenth street, where 
the Second Presbyterian church was de- 
molished and the pulpit thrown in an up- 
right position on the very apex of the 
ruins, all the way along Avenues H and 
I to where the storm left the city, many 
curious effects of the storm are seen. 
On Avenue I near Twenty-third street 
is a frame house that has turned com- 
pletely over and-is now standing on its 
head. Not a pane of glass is broken. In 
the branches of trees that have not been 
uprooted or twisted off above the ground 
are pictures, proken pieces of furniture 
and articles of wearing apparel. 

Lowe Funeral Held. 

At 10:30 o'clock this morning the funerga! 
services over the remains of Mrs. Robert 
J. Lowe and her infant son, who were 
the victims of yesterday's storm, took 
place from the residence of Captain F. 
J. McCrossin on Avenue G. Dr. L. 8. 
Handley, pastor of the Central Presby- 
terlan chugch, performed the ceremony. 
In attendance were the Birmingham 
lodge of Elks, members of the Jefferson 
County Bar Association and a large num- 
ber of friends of the family. The re- 
mains were conveyed to the union depot 
at noon, placed aboard the Louisville 
and Nashville train and taken to Athens, 
Ala., the former home of Mrs. Lowe, for 
burial. The pallbearers were: Repre- 
sentative H. R. Dill, Judge C. A. Senn. 
Alderman H. B. Gray, E. K. Campbell, 
Alderman A. J. Camp, Alderman J. J. 
Altman, Wilson R Brown, Ross C. 
Smith and W. M. Malone. The bodies 
of the mother and babe were placed 
in the same coffin. 

Several hundred people were at the 
depot when the cortege drew up and 
quite a number of Mr Lowe's friends 
accompanied him on the sad mission 


to Athens. Mrs. Lowe was the daughter 
of the late Colonel Luke Pryor, who 
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was United States senator from Ala- 
bama.

The funeral of Dr. G. C. Chapman, who 
was killed at Minter’s store, on South 
Twentieth street, during yesterday's 
storm, took place at the First Methodist 
church at 8 o’clock this evening.

“T am informed on the best aue 
thority that the Chinese court hag 
instructed Li Hung Chang to inform 
the ministers of the powers that 
China has refused to sign the Man- 
churian convention and has also no- 
tified all viceroys to the same effect. 

“It is further asserted that the 
court seriously contemplates a re- 
moval of the capital from Pekin.” 


The Reuter Telegram company has re- 
ceived the following dispatch: 


“Pekin, March 26. 7 p. mn.—The report 
that China rejects the Manchurian con- 
vention is not true. She obfects to many 
points. wh'ch are under discussion. 

“China strenuously objects to the pro- 
hibition of the importation of arms and 
ammunition into Manchurfa and to the 
provision forbidding China to construct 
her own railways without Russta’s con- 
sent. She also takes exception to relin- 
Quishing autonomy tn Chin-Chou. 

“China does not desire to grant a con- 
cession which would be likely to prove 
an embargo to other powers."’ 


Position of United States. 


Washington, March 2.—The state de- 
partment today made public a note sent 
to the Chinese minister February 19th 
warning the Chinese government against 
entering into any private territorial or 
financial arrangements without the full 
knowledge of all the powers. The note 
is as follows: 

“The preservation of the territorial in- 
tegrity of China having been recognized 
by all the powers now engaged in joint 
negotiation concerning the injuries recent- 
ly inflicted upon their ministers and eiti- 
zens by certain officials and subjects of 
the Chinese empire. It is evidently ad- 
vantageous to China to contInue the pres- 
ent international understanding upon this 
subject. It would be, therefore, unwise 
and dangerous in the extreme for China 
to make any arrangement or to consider 
any proposition of a private nature in- 
volving the surrender of territory of 
financial obligations by convention with 
any particular power, and the United 
States government. aiming solely at the 
preservation of China from the danger 
indicated. and the conservation of the 
largest and most benefigial relations be- 
tween the empire and other countries, in 
accordance with the principles set forth 
in its circular note of July 3. 1990 and 
in a purely friendly spirlt toward the 
Chinese empire and all the powers now 
Interested in the negotiations, desires to 
express its sense of the impropriety. tfn- 
expediency and even extreme flanger to 
the interests of China of considering anv 
private territorial or financial arrange- 
ments, at.least without the full know)- 
edge and approval of all the powers now 
engaged in negotiation HAY,” 


Note Sent to Powers. 

This note was transmitted on March 
Ist to the representatives of the Thrited 
States fn Ber'ln. Vienna. Paris. London, 
Rome, Tokio and St. Petersburg for in- 
formation and communication to the gOV- 
ernments to which they are accredited. 

Assuming that the arrangement is to 
be carried out, it is the contention of the 
state department that nothing has oe- 
curren to change the status of the United 
States toward the “open door” as applied 
to any part of China, including Manchu- 
ria. As far as written pledges can com- 
mit a power, Russia stands pledged to 
accord to the United States the “open 
door” if she takes control of Manchuria. 
either directly by annexation or $directly 
but quite as effectually by the means 
Proposed in this Russo-Chinese agree- 
ment. This is the view of the state de- 
partment and that view is indorsed by 
the entire cabinet. The administration be- 
lieves that the secret agreement between 
Russia and China is in violation of the 
spirit, if not the letter, of the general 
understanding to which all the powers 
subscribed last summer and the IU!nited 
States government is prepared to use all 
its moral suasion and influence to pre- 
vent its consummation. Flrther than 
that, however, the government is not pre- 
pared to go. 

While attention has heen centered upon 
the crisis connected with the Manchuria 
agreemtn, an entirely new and impor- 
tant phase of the Chinnese question Has 
been presented by the action of the min- 
isters at Pekin, in agreeing yesterday to 
submit to their various governments 
whether articles 8 and 9 of the Chinese 
protocol shall be carried out by the mill- 
tary authorities of all the powers inter- 
ested in China, or only by those powers 
who are continuing to take part in the 
application of these articles. 


May Force Us from China, 


The action of the ministers has been 
communicated to several of the foreign 
embassies and legations here, and doubt- 
less Mr. Rockhill has made or will make 
known the same facts. "The articles in 
question are as follows: 

“Article 8. The destruction of the ports 
which might obstruct free communication 
between Pekin and the sea. 

“Article 9. The right to maintain cecu- 
pation of certain points, to be determined 
by an understanding among che powers, 
in order to obtain open communication be- 
tween the capital and the sea.” 

As these two questions uppear to in- 
volve territorial affairs, it may become of 
considerable moment whether the deter- 
mination of such affairs is to be left with 
the military authorities of all the powers, 
or only with such powers as continue 
their military force in ‘hina. 

In the latter case the United States goy- 
ernment may de quietly but effectually 
deprived of all voice in the -ettlement of 
so much of the Chinese questions as re- 
lates to the determination of the strength 
of the military forces to be continued 
therein by the powers. It also ‘s possi- 
ble that an affirmative <dcecision by the 
powers which would exclude the United 
States from participation in the liscussion 
on the important point, might be extend. 
ed to put us out of China al!together. 

Question of Indemnity. 

Berlin, March 2%.—Sir Robert Hart's pro- 
posal to settle China’s liability by inter- 
nal taxes does not meet with favor here, 
either officially or in the press. Count 
von Buelow is still‘of the opinion that an 
increase in sea tolls would be the best 
method, and Dr. Steubel’s mission to Lon- 
don is partly intended to remove PEng- 
land’s objections to such a course, 

“The doubling of sea tolls will in no way 
interfere with European trade with Chi- 
na,”’ says The Vossische Zeitung, “and it 
would also assure steady repayments 
which internal taxes would no¢ assure.”’ 

The view said to be held in Washington 
that the United States should receive $25,- 
000,000 as indemnity and Germany $60,000,- 
000 is ridiculed by the German press of 
every shade as unfair and not correspond-- 
ing with the sacrifice made by Germany. 

“If the United States, with their 1,600 
troops in China, claim $25,000,000,"" says

The agricultural department of the United 
States will exploit Georgia and Florida as 
sugar producing states, It will make a 
careful and scientific analysis of the soll 
of the two states to ascertain just what 
properties for the production of sugar it 
may contain, and. samples of Sugar cane 
will also be analyzed. 

Captain D. G. Purse, of this city, ‘has 
been commissioned by the department to 
secure the samples of soil and of sugar 
cane that are to be tested at Washington. 
He will soon take the necessary steps to 
Set the soil that is desired, and, when the 
sugar cane crop of this year is harvested, 
he will obtain samples of it to forward 
to the chief chemist of the department. 

It is expected that the analysis will 
prove that Georgia and Florida are 
adapted to the culture of sugar to a de- 
gree that has never been recognized by 
any other than Captain Purse, who has 
made a study of the question in all of its 
phases and is prepared to show by anal- 
ysis made by Professor W. C. Stubbs, of 
Louisiana, just what the two states are 
capable of. Testimony from Professor 
Stubbs, one of the most eminent authort-

Little Edward McAvoy. 
Wilkesbarre, Pa., March 26.—A daring 
attempt was made to kidnap Edward 
McAvoy, 11 years of age, of this city, 
today.

do for a large mill, just as for a smal! 
one, while the labor for a large one would 
be but little in excess of that required for 
asmall one. The increase in labor neces- 
sary would not be commensurate with the 
increase in the production of sugar. 
Economy demands the establishment of 
the 200-ton mill, and it is for that capacity 
that he will work. 

Capitalists at several places in Georgia 
and Florida, Valdosta and Jacksonville 
among them, have indicated to Captain 
Purse that they would be glad to invest 
in sugar mills if they could but be assured 
that they could secure enough cane yearly 
for their operation. For a mill of 200 
tons capacity, it would be, necessary for 
the farmers of its neighborhood to plant 
some 750 acres in cane. By actual esti- 
mate 600 acres would suffice, but Captain 
Purse thinks 750 should be the acreage, 
to be’ on the safe side. 

Beet sugar has been a sort of pet prod- 
uct with the agricuitural department, 
Captain Purse says, and he wants it to 
recognize and exploit sugar made from 
Georgia and Florida cane in the same 
way. He has so interested the secretary 
of the department as to meke- him feel 
that there is a great possibility for the 
states in their product.. The cost of mak- 
ing the analyses will not be inconsidera- 
ble, but the, department will bear it -with- 
out a murmur because of the .very. ap- 
parent prospect there is for.the develop- 


| ment of a great industry in Georgia and 


Florida. It might,.too, extend to. South 
Carolina and Alabama, as those states 
are adapted to the culture of cane and 
success in. Georgia and Florida would 
doubtless be followed by the establish- 
ment of mills in the other states where 
the possibilities are as bright. 

In order to make the estimate com- 
plete, Captain Purse will see that some 
fifty samples of soil are sent to Wash- 
ington from each state. He will make it 
a point to personally see to the obtaining 
and shipment of the soil. His plan will 
be to visit various sections and meet 
the leading farmers, from whom he will 
secure histories of the land from which 
the samples are taken. To secure the 
samples of the soil, a hole will be sunk 
down to the subsoil. The earth will be 
taken from the hole and then the sides 
will be carefully shaved down ae

TAX ON TOBACCO AND CIGARS. 


Rules Are Issued by the Conimis 
’ gioner of Internal Revenue. 

Washington, March 2.—The commis- 
sioner of internal revenue issued today 
rules and regulations concerning taxes 
on tobacco, cigars and cigarettes,” and 
relating to rebate of taxes on tobacco, 
snuff and cigars, held by manufacturers 
and dealers on the ist of July, 1901, Un- 
der the act of March 2, 1901. 

A new series’ of internal revenue 
stamps will:-be prepared and issued for 
the payment of taxes on cigars and ci- 
garettes at the new rates. These stamps 
will not be. sold or delivered tO mafnu- 
facturers or importers of cigars prior to 


‘July 1, 1901. 


Unused stamps of the series of 197 
and 1898, for the payment of taxes on 
cigars and small cigarettes and held by 
manufacturers of cigars on the Ist af 
July, 1901, will be redeemed, provided, 
however, that stamps of the series of 
1898, issued for payment of tax On ciga- 
rettes, weighing more than three pounds 
per 1,000, will not be retired, nor stamps 
of any other’ séries be issued in lHeu 
thereof. 

It is held that the wholesale value of 
prices of cigarettes, weighing not more 
than three nounds per thodsand, will in- 
clude the tax, and if such wholesale val- 
ue or price with tax included does not 
exceed $2 per 1,000, a tax will be imposed 
of 54 cents per 1,000. 

If, however, the wholesale value or 
price of cigarettes with tax included 
exceeds $2 per 1,000, a tax at the rate of 
$1.08 per 1,000 will be imposed. 

Collectors before selling stamps to 
manufacturers or imperters of ciga- 
rettes, at the rate of Bs cents per 1,000, 
must be satisfied that the wholesale yal- 
ue or price of the cigarettes, properly 
packed, laba@led and stamped, will not 
exceed $2 per 1,000. 

It appears that the wholesale value 
or, price of cigarettes per thousand at 
the present time is not in any case lesg 
than $%.50 per 1,000, freight prepaid.

KOREA WILL CAUSE WAR 


General Says That the Conflict Is 
Inevitable—Hias Been Called 
Home in Order To Make 
Preparations for the 
War. 
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Pittsburg, March 2.—K. Yatsumi, 4@ 
general of the Japanese imperial army, 
accompanied by Captains N. Koyimi and 
I. Matusi, passed through Pittsburg to- 
day en route to California. They have 
been in this country for the past three 
weeks securing data for the benefit of 
the imperial army and intended remain- 
ing for three or more months, but were 
called home. General Yatsumi sald: 


“According to the communications I 
have received from my government I 
think a conflict between Japan and Rus- 
sia is inevitable. While I have not been 
notified officially, I think that the object 
of my superiors in calling me home is 
for the purpose of making preparations 
for a war with Russia. . 

“Japan and Russia are bound to come 
together sooner or later as a result of 
the contention over Korea. This fact 
seems to have become more evident since 
the outbreak of hostilities in China and 
if such an engagement must occur, Japan 
is better equipped at present and will 
doubtless hasten a termination of this 
long-standing disyute. Russia's ultimate 
intention is to seize Korea, but we shall 
never give up the land without a strug- 


gie.”’ 
Relations Gireatly Strained.

Russia Won’t Mind. 


Berlin, March 26.—The reports that the 
United States government will protest 
against the dismissal of McLeavy Brown, 
director general of Korean customs, are 
not regarded here as of special impor- 
tanca. : 

“Such a protest,” says the Logal An- 
zelger, ‘‘Russia would scarcely mind, es- 
pecially as America is withdrawing her 
few troops just at the time when Russia 


is preparing a strong demonstration for 
the benefit of Korea.”’ 


The Vossische Zeitung says: 

“Mr. Brown’s contract, which was for 
three years, begining February, 1898, 
has run out. Korea has an undoubted 
right to renew the contract, especially 
in view of the fact that, years ago. she 
promised not to appoint any more Euro- 
neans. 

Mr. Brown's dismissal is interpreted 
by the press generally as showing the de- 
cline of British and Japanese influence in 
Korea. 

Judging from expressions of official 
opinion Germany cares little or nothing 
about Korean affairs and will not mix 
in them, on the ground that no German 
interests are involved.

Birmingham, Ala., March 26.—(Special.) 
Secretary John Pugh, of the state demo- 
cratic executive committee, acting for 
State Chairman Robert J. Lowe, held an 
informal conference today with several 
democratic leaders and as the result a 
meeting of the state democratic commit- 
tee will be held in Birmingham April 34d. 
At the same time all democratic nominees 
for delegates to the constitutional con- 
vention are expected to gather here for 
conference with the committee in order to 
map out the campaign in behalf of the 
new constitution, The special election to 
determine whether or not the constitu- 
tional convention shall be held and to vote 
for delegates to it will take place April 
23d, so tnat there will be less than three 
weeks in which to push the campaign in 
behalf of the movement and the demo- 
cratic nominees. At the forthcoming con- 
ference arrangements will be made for a 
particularly active canvass in the close 
and doubtful counties.

At a meeting of the 
Jefferson County Medical Society, of 
which he was for a long time secretary, 
committees on resolutions and _ escort 
were- appointed. The escort committee, 
headed by Dr. T. D. Park, went with 
the body tonight to Pine Apple. Dr. 
Chapman had just accepted an invita- 
tion to deliver the literary address be- 
fore the graduating class of Tusca- 
loosa Female college on May 22d. He 
was an eloquent speaker and a man of 
marked culture. 

The funeral of Mamie Hudson, the little 
child of Mr. and Mrs. B. B. Hudson, 
who was killed by the wrecking of their 
home on Avenue I, occurred this morn- 
ing, the interment being at Oak Hil] 
cemetery. 

J. Alexander Not Dead. 

It turns out that J. Alexander, whose 
store on Twenty-fourth street and Ave- 
nue I was wrecked, was not killed, as first 
reported. An old German named L. C. 
Chlumpke, who was in the place at the 
time, was the man who was killed. He 
was mistaken for Mr. Alexander. It ap- 
pears that Mr. Alexander was not hurt. 


Thirteen Dead in City. 

A revised list of the killed and wound- 
ed reduces the number of deaths in the 
city to thirteen. This is accounted for by 
the fact that W. P. Dickerson and Mrs. 
W. H. Thomas, both of whom were re- 
ported among the dead yesterday, are not 
dead, although both are seriously injured 
and likely to die at any moment. The to- 
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tal deaths in the city may reach eighteen 
or twenty, though it is not likely to go 
over fifteen or sixteen. A careful search 
of the ruins during last night and this 
morning failed to bring to light any moré 
bodies, though there are many rumors g0- 
ing the rounds of people missing and sup- 
posed to be buried in the wreckage. ~The 
total deaths at Irondale, it appears today, 
were five. G. W. Gardner, a white man, 
was killed outright, as were also Mamie 
and Clarence Hunter, colored children. It 
was ascertained today that two negro wo- 
men at Irondale are missing and it is be- 
lieved that they are under the debris of 
some of the fallen buildings. As nearly 
as could be ascertained up to a late hour 
this afternoon the following is the list 
of the killed and injured, although forty 
or fifty people who received slight injuries 
or mere bruises are not included in the 
list of woundea. 
Died from Fright. 

The only addition to the list of fatalities 
is the name of Sarah Brown, a negro wo- 
man, who diea from fright, at her home 
in North Birmingham, where the storm 
struck about two hours earlier. The wo- 
man had been sick in bed for several days 
and when the storm burst upon the frail 
shanty she occupied and threatened its 
destruction, she was overcome by fear 
and fell back upon her pillow dead.

Baxley, Ga., March 26.—(Special.)—A cy- 
clone struck the northern part of this 
county this morning at 10 o'clock, total- 
ly demolishing the premises of Levi You- 
mans and Mrs. David R. Carter.

THE TENNESSEE LEGISLATURE. 


New Bills Are Presented Both in the 
House and the Senate. 
Nashville, Tenn., March 26.—(Special.)-- 
Bills of tmportance to every newspaper 
in the state were introduced in both 
branches of the legislature today. One 
defines liability of defendants in actions 
brought for libelous publications and the 
jother fequires semi-annual publication 
of financial statements of banks, trust 
companies and building and loan associ- 

ations. 

Contrary to democrati« platform iecla- 
rations, the house today placed itself on 
record as taking a backward step in re- 
form by passing a bill which practically 
emasculates the Jarvis law by striking 
out the provision that witnesses living 
within five miles of the court house shall 
not be paid fees. The house also passed a 
bill that general laws be published in 
Bristol, Jackson and Chattanooga as well 
as in Knoxville, Nashville and Memphis. 
The house passed a bill punishing kidnap- 
ing for ransom by ten to twenty years 
in the penitentiary. The senate passed 
the bill re-creating the second circuit 
court of Davidson county and prohibit- 
ing the shipping of quail dead or alive. 


MISSISSIPPIAN IS QUITE ILL

Jackson, Miss., March 26.—(Special.)— 
Colonel J. L. Power, Mississippi’s ven- 
erable secretary of state, has been con- 
fined to his bed for the past two days.

CHINESE SHOW A DESIRE 


Southern Baptist Convention of 
Richmond Is Now Hard at 


Work. 


Richmond, Va., March 2%.—(Speciat.)— 
Letters received this morning by the for- 
eign mission board of the southern Bap- 
tist convention, with headguarters in 
this city, from missionaries in central 
and north China indicate that there is 
a strong probabilitv that the board will 
recover damages from the property de- 
stroyed during the recent boxer uprising. 
These damages amount to something like 
$11,000, The letters show that operations 
have been resumed in all mission fields, 
in most cases permanently. In some in- 
stances there has been a protest on the 
part of the consuls, which has resulicd 
in keeping the ladies under cover, but 
the men have returned to their posts. 
One of the missioraries sends a letter 
which he received from one of the goy- 
ernors inviting him and the others to 
return and resume their work. As a fur- 
ther illustration of the friendliness of the 
authorities, Rev. J. W. Lowe, who has 
his home at his mission station at Ping- 
tu, has not only returned to his field of 
work, but has done so under the urgent 
request not -only of the native Chris- 
tians, but of the governor of the prov- 
ince. The latter went so far as to send 
an escort to conduct Mr. Lowe back to 
his field of work. 


TEXAS LEGISLATOR RESIGNS, 


Term of Four Years Provided for 
Most of State Officers. 
Austin, Tex., March 26.—(Special.)—The 
lower house of the Texas legislature had 
a spirited debate this morning over the 
receipt of a Jetter from Representative 
Dillard stating that he had tendered his 
regisnation to the governor for the rva- 
son that he thought the present legisla- 
ture was dominated by corporate inter- 
ests. Representative Hall, of Denton, 
took exception to the letter, vindicated 
the members of the legislature from any 
such charges, and then proceeded to rip 
Representative Dillard up the back by 
charging that he was cntirely too worldly 
himself. lived in a glass house, and 
hence should not throw stones at other 

members of the legislature. 

The house aonstitutional amendment 
committee reported favorably a bill mak- 
ing all state officers, save members of 
the railroad commission, judges of the 
high courts and members of the ieg:sin- 
ture, hold office for a term of four ycars 
and prohibiting them from seeking re- 
election. 

The senate devoted most of its day's 
session to the discussion of its neral 
appropriation bill, numerous amendments 
being considered, nothwithstanding 
which considerable progress was made 
in disposing of the bilL The house en- 
grossed a bill establishing an asylum at 
Abilene in connection with the epileptic 
asylum. : 

Governor Sayers today signed the bill 
Frankng the newspapers of Texas a more 
iberal libel law. It does not become 
operative, however, for ninety days, 
cwing to not having a sufficient number 
of votes on its fina! passage to put it into 
immediate ect.

Commander Oameron Will Charter 
a Steamboat for Them. 

Jackson, Miss., March 26.—(Special.)— 
General W. D. Cameron, commanding 
the Mississipp! division of the United 
Confederate Veterans, will announce his 
complete list of sponsors and maids of 
honor for the Memphis reunion. 

Mississippi will be represented at the 
reunion by fifty young ladies appointed 
by General Cameron in addition to the 
sponsors and maids of honor selected by 
the various camps. General Cameron 
has evolved an original idea for the care 
of his appointees during the reunion, 
Fearing that Memphis will be overcrowd- 
ed with visitors, he is making arrange- 
ments to charter an Anchor line steamer 
to leave Vicksburg four or five days 
prior to the reunion, on which he will 
carry the Mississippi girls and _ their 
chaperons who desire to make the trip 
in this manner The steamer will be oc- 
cupied as quarters throughout the _ re- 
union. 

General Cameron states that within the 
next few days he will issue a proclama- 
tion- calling on all camps of confederate 
veterans in Mississippi to observe the 
26th of April as Memorial day with ap- 
propriate exercises.

CASES BEFORE SUPREME COURT 


In Mississippi Interesting Litigation

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BLUFFED, AND’ IS BAGGED 


Dearduff Arrested for Threatening 
To Steal a Little Boy. 


FIRST HE STOLE DIAMONDS 


Then Threatened To Steal Jeweler’s 
Son Unless $1,000 Was Paid 
for Return of Gems. 


Kansas City, March 26.—Willlam Dear- 
duff, 20 years old, a celrk, was arrested 
today charged with stealing $3,100 worth 
of diamond rings from his employers, Ed- 
wards & Sloan, wholesale jewelers. 
Later, when confronted with the rings 
which Wad been found hidden in the 
basement of the firm’s building, Dear- 
duff broke down ad confessed. He also 
confessed to having sent Mr. Edwards, 
the senior member of the firm, a letter 
threatening to kidnap the jeweler’s son 
if he did not immediately produce $1,000. 

Dearduff said he nlanned the robbery 
himself and had taken no one into his 
confidence. His idea was simply to steal 
the tray of diamonds. He accomplished 
this, he said, during the afternoon of 
March lith and hid the rings in the base- 
ment. It then occurred to him that he 
could not immediately negotiate a sale 
for the diamonds and the scheme to ex- 
tort money from Mr. Edwards was con- 
ceived. 

The following is a copy of the letter 
sent to Mr. Edwards: 

‘“Sir:—We are the men that relieved 
you of your diamonds the other day. 
Finding that we are short of funds we 
ask you to oblige us with the sum of 
$1,000 in twenty-dollar bills, give it to 
the celrk, Dearduff, and at the hour of 
12 tonight have him meet us at the cor- 
ner of 43d and Magee, alone. We ask 
you to send him for we know him. Show 
this to the police or fail in any way to 
obey orders and your son George will 
pay the penalty. We mean business, as 
you have learned heretofore.

Edwards had his son guarded while he 
made up a package of waste paper and 
sent it by Dearduff to the place indicated 
in the letter. Dearduff reported that he 
was met by two men, who took the 
package from him. Later he reported 
finding the empty tray in the basement 
and asserted tha¢g some one had stabbed 
him. Dearduff today admitted having 
inflicted the wound himself. Dearduff 
has been employed by the firm for eigh- 
teen months. He will be prosecuted for 
grand larceny.

Tangier, Morocco, March %.—The Amere 
ican consul general here, Mr. Gummere, 
says he intends to have a definite settle- 
ment with the sultan of Morocco concern- 
ing all American claims, and will de- 
mand an apology for the discourtesy of 
the Morocean grand vizier and minister 
of foreign affairs. 

The United States armored cruiser New 
York, which is to convey the American 
embassy to Mazargan, in connection with 
the settlement of the United States 
claims against Morocco, arrived here to- 
day. 

Crders Sent to Gummere. _ 

Washington, March 26.—Upon being ad- 
vised by the navy department that the 
New York had arrived at Tangier, the 
state department immediately sent a ca- 
blegram to Consul General Gummere di- 
recting him to board at once and go on 
his special mission. Something is left 
to Mr. Gummere’s discretion as to the 
execution of the details, and it ts for 
hm to say whether he will be satisfied if 
the sultan and court meet him half way 
at ‘Mazargan or whether he will proceed 
according to the original programme di- 
rectly to Morocco city. >

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and Secured $4,000, 
FLED UNDER HEAVY FIRE 


Leader of Robbers Gave Orders Like 
a Soldier — Escaped in Rigs 
Which Had Been Stolen. 
They Overlooked About 
$35,000. 


‘Somerset, Perry County, O., March 26.— 
Seven bandits partially wrecked the 
State bank of Somerset: early today by 
exploding a heavy charge of nitro-glyc- 
erine in the vault doors, secured $5,000, 
‘appropriated two livery rigs, held a 
posse of citizens at bay and escaped in 
Bonds and 
securities to the amount of $30,000 and 
$5,000 in gold coin were overlooked hy 
the bandits. The bank was fully in- 
sured and its business will not be inter- 
rupted. 

A heavy explosion in the bank build- 
ing shortly before 2 o'clock a. m. aroused 
Citizens living in the vicinity of the 
Hayes, whose

a window and observed four men sta- 
tioned in front of the bank. 

| Covered with Rifles. 

"He saw that the whole front of the 


. two-story building in which the institu- 


tion was located had been shattered, 
and, belleving he could frighten away 
the men, who, it was evident, were much 
alarmed by the strength of the explosion, 


hastily donned his clothes and sallied | 


forth. When he reached the sidewalk 
he was challenged and, under the Iinflu- 
ence of four rifies nointed at his head, 
again mounted the stairs and secured 
arms. 4 

,Meanwhile many other persons began 
to appear in the darkened streets of ithe 
village. William Lovett opened fire on 
the bandits with a rifle, but his alm was 
not of the best and his shots only 
served to draw the fire of the robbers. 
The shooting soon became general as 


citizens crept toward the bank from all 


directions, and the robbers evidently be- 
gan to think of escape. 

At a signal from the four on guard, 
three others emerged from the bank, 
bearing several sacks into which they 
had hurried:y placed their loot. 

Robbers Well Disciplined. 


The robbers were under good discinline 
and their leader gave his orders like a 
military leader: 

“All ready, forward march!” 

Single file, they marched under the 
shadows of the trees which lined the 


» Sidewalks, turned a corner, climbed into 


two rigs and drove in a northwesterly 
direction. : 

Citizens took up the chase and at 4 
o'clock found the rigs, deserted, along 
the .rondside. The sheriff of Perry coun- 
ty had been notified by telephone and ar- 
rived at daylight with a pack of blood- 
hounds, which were used in the chase. 
The robbers were successfully traced 
around town by the hounds. It was 
found they had broken open a black- 
smith shop to secure.tools and then had 
taken the rigs in which they escaped 
from a livery stable near the bank.

Wrecked Vault with Dynamite 


Ohio Supreme Judges Knock Out the 
Debenture Business. 


LARGE SUMS ARE INVOLVED 


Bondholders Are Indignant and 
Charge a Conspiracy of the 
Insurance Companies. 


Columbus, O.. March 2%.—The supreme 
court today dealt a death blow to the so- 
called debenture business in Ohio. In ten 
quo warranto proceedings brought by ,the 
attorney general against the Interst&te 
Investment Company of Cincinnati, the 
court entered judgment of ouster. The 


court that the methods employed by the 


debenture companies are those of a lot- 
tery; that they are fraudulent, contrary 
to public policy and unlawful. Five of the 
six judges concur in the judgment and 
the sixth, Judge Shauck, does not dissent. 

Assistant Attorney General Todd, who 
has had charge of the case for the state, 
said today that in his belief the nine 
debenture companies of Ohio will attempt 
to do no further business. Applications 
for receivers for most of them have al- 
ready been made. The companies’ aggre- 
gate deposit in the state treasury now 
amounts to $530,000. According to their 
own reports aggregate liabilities to de- 
benture holders amount to approximate- 
ly $2,000,000. The aggregate assets claimed 
by the corporations, other than the de- 
posits with the state treasury, amount to 
about $300,000. 

The syllabus of the supreme court in the 
case is as follows: 

“Contracts of investment security, de- 
bentures or certificates which, by the de- 
vice of a ‘numeral apart’ may be called in 
and redeemed at any period before they 
would regularly accumulate a credit in 
the reserve fund equal to the stipulated 
endowment value, and otherwise giving 
unequal advantages to the certificate 
holders, contain the elements of chance 
and prize constituting a lottery, and are 
unlawful. 

“Contracts of investment security, de- 
bentures or certificates which cannot rea- 
sonably be expected to accumulate a suf- 
ficient reserve fund to equal the stipulated 
endowment values within the stated pe- 
riod without aid from lapses or appropri- 
ation from premiums on new business are 
fraudulent, contrary to public policy and 
unlawful.’’ 

Charge It to Insurance Companies. 

Cincinnati, March 26.—The superior 
court granted injunctions against the 
National Investment Company, the Unit- 
ed States Investment Company and the 
Germania Bond and Investment Company 
doing business in Ohio. The announce- 
ment of the proceedings caused quite a 
sensation, as there are about 5,000 debent- 
ure holders in Cincinnati. Notices were 
sent out early in the day for a mass 
meeting of the local debenture holders 
this evening, at which about 300 indignant 
bondholders were present. Resolutions 
were adopted charging that a conspiracy 
of insurance companies was responsible 
for the prosecution of the debenture com- 
panies. A committee was appointed to 
devise plans and secure funds for a re- 
hearing of the test case in court. 


SHIPS CAUGHT IN DENSE FOG, 


Ocean Liners Afraid ‘'o Venture 
Into New York Harbor. 

New York, March 26.—The dense fog 
which hes hing over this section of the 
Atlantic coast for the last few days has 
upset the calculations of the agents of 
the varicus steamship lines and has 
caused delay in the landing of ocean 
travelers. It took the Cunarder Etruria 
a full day to grope her way from Sandy 
Hook to her dock, and two of the big 
liners, the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse 
and the Freisland, which were passed 
at quarantine this evering, were afraid 
to venture up to the city and sought a 
safe anchorage in the upper bay. 

The American liner Vaderland made 
her dock at a little after 10 o'clock to- 
night. The Ward liner Morro Castle, 
from Havana, with 108 passengers aboard, 
also succeeded in reaching her pier. The 
Panama steamer Finance and the Atlas 
jiner Aleno, from Central American 
pcrts, were also passed at quarantine. 

A large vessel, supposed to be the At- 
lantic liner Marquette, was reported from 
Sandy Hook in the early evening, but 
she has not made quarantine late io- 
night.

General Pas- 
senger Agent Lynch and Assistant Pas- 
senger Agent Reeves escorted Mrs. Na- 
tion and her party through the train and 
at that time the champagne happened to 
be flowing freely. Mrs. Nation expressed 
her indignation at the use of liquor and’ 
wine on the train as well as at her hotel 
and elsewhere. Mrs. Nation called on 
Mayor Julius Fleischmann at the city hali 
this afternoon and scolded him for op- 
erating a distillery here, 

On her arrival the mayor greeted her 
cordially and asked her {ff he could do 
anything for her. She said: 

“Yes, I want you to give me some act 
vice as to how to close the hell holes in 
this city. You will never die well as long 
as you manufacture intoxicating drinks. 
You will have some serious questions to 
apswer when you face your God, I can 
do no more than warn you and that I 
must.”’ 

For twenty minutes the mayor Istened 
to perhaps the’ strongest denunciation 
that a chief executive ever received in 
his own office. When she had finished, 
Mayor Fleischmann remarked hlandly: 

“Tl am sorry that we cannot agree. I 
am afraid you have struck a hard prop- 
osition—the mayor of a wicked city and 
a whisky manufacturer. I am glad to 
have met you and hope that you Mav do 
much good.” 

From the mayor's office Mrs. Nation 
called on the chief of police and asked 
him to send her an escort for her slum- 
ming tour tonight. He assured her that 
she should have an officer and as she 
left she said: 

“Goodbye. and if I don’t meet you in 
this world, I hope to see you in Heaven. 

Escorted by detectives and many re- 
porters, Mrs. Nation made a tour of the 
“rag time’’ resorts and other places in 
this city until midnight tonight. She 
made a half dozen or more addresses. 
There was a procession of a dozen or 
more hacks and at some places they 
were followed by many people. Every 
effort was made to save time and visit 
as many places as possible. Mrs. Nation 
would enter the places, shake hands with 
both the women and the men and then 
mount the platform or a table and ad- 
dress the crowd. She commanded the 
closest attention everywhere and met 
with no insults or disturbance, but at 
times she spoke harshly of the drink- 
ing that was going on before her and of 
the obscene rictures on the walls. She 
will deliver an address at Lexington. 
Ky., tomorrow night and visit the resorts 
of that city after her lecture and will 
lecture here on Thursday night.

POR HEBREWS HE PLEADS 


Minister Wu Pays Tribute to Baron 
and Baroness de Hirsch. 


MOVEMENT FOR MONUMENT 


To the Great Hebrew Philanthro- 
pists—Vice President Roosevelt 
on Religious Intolerance. 


New York, March 26.—A public meet- 
ing under the auspices of the Baron and 
Baroness De Hirseh Association was held 
tonight in Calvary Baptist church, this 
city. The attendance was very large, the 
bad weather notwithstanding. General 
Thomas L. James presided. The object 
of the assoctation is to erect a monu- 
ment to the Hirschs and eliminate racial 
prejudices and religious intolerance. Many 
Hebrews, as well as Chinese, were 


present. 

AAetter of regret was read from Pres- 
ident McKinley, and also one from Vice 
President Roosevelt. 

What Roosevtit Said. 

Mr. Roosevelt wrote: 

“In this country, of all others, it be- 
hooves us to shoW an example to the 
world, not by words only, but se deeds, 
thif we have faith in the doctrine that 
each man should be treated on his worth 
as a man without regard to his creed oF 
his race. There is need of the aid on 
every side of strong and good, men if we 
are to do our work aright. The forces 
that tell for good should not be dissipated 
by clashing among themselves. In no 
way is it so absolutely certain that we 
will worse than nullify these forces as 
by ‘permitting the up-growth of -hostil- 
ity and division based on creed and race 
origin. 

“Jew and Gentile, Protestant and Cath- 
olic, if we only have the root of right 
thinking in us, we are bound to stand 
shoulder to shoulder and hand to hand 
in an effort to work out aright the prob- 
lem of our national existence and to dl- 
réct for our good and not for our evil the 
half unknown social forces which have 
been quickened into power a our com- 
plex and tremendous industrial develop- 
ment.’’ 

Wu Ting-Fang’s Address. 

Wu Ting-fang, the Chinese minister, 
then spoke. He said it was needless for 
him to say that he was heartily in favor 
of a movement to eradicate racial sym- 
pathy. 

“But when the secretary of the asso- 
clation went on to tell me,’’ he said, ‘‘that 
the meeting was to be held in this house, 
the temple of God, and that eminent di- 
vines were also to speak, I felt a little 
nervous and I remembered that I had a 
previous engagement which would pre- 
vent my coming. So I was obliged to 
decline, But the secretary wrote me that 
the meeting which was originally set for 
last month has been postponed. He said 
it had been postponed wntil I would come 
and that I must come, and I am here.”’ 

The minister then produced a tmanu- 
script and read his address. He said, in 


substance: 

“Racial prejudice and religious intol- 
erance are two monsters of barbarism. In 
former days they seemed to stalk abroad 
hand in hand, setting nation against na- 
tion, people against people. The world 
was in constant turmoil, though the west 
suffered the most. What did the crusades 
accomplish but inflict untold suffering 
upon Christians and Mohammedans alike’ 
Among the most destructive instances of 
such persecution was that of the Hugue- 
nots in France and the expulsion of the 
Moors from Spain. 


No Religious War in China. 


“Such things, I am happy to say, are no 
longer tolerated, although In many coun- 
tries the laws ‘still discriminate, against 
the Jews or other classes on account of 
race or religion. It is remarkable, how- 
ever, how little there has been of these 
two evils among the eastern peoples. 1 
cannot recall war between China and any 
of her ne'ghbors waged for the propa- 
gation of ey religion or the enslavement 
of a peopre. 

“The way to remove these evils is to 
remove the cause. Most men fear ana 
hate what they do not know. Some men 
don’t like snakes but when a naturalist 
studies them closely he finds most of 
them are harmless, and that even those 
that ‘are venomous are comparatively 
harmiess if handled right.’’ 

The minister said that the progress of 
civilization continually broadens the 
minds of men, and the most highly civil- 
ized men sympathize with the aspirations 


of all races. 

As examples, he named Lincoln, Wilber- 
force, Gladstone, Alexander II of Russia 
and Baron and Baroness De Hirsch, 


WAR ON OBSCENE LITERATURE 


Stringent Measure Against the Stuff 
Before Lilinois Legislature. 
Springfield, Ill., March 26.—Representa- 
tive Kelly today introduced in the house 
a bill aimed at sensational and obscene 

literature as follows: 

‘It shall be unlawful for any person 
to sell or offer for sale, or to print or 
publish, or bring into the state for the 
purpose of selling, giving away or other- 
wise disposing of any paper, book, peri- 
odical, pamphlet or magazine the chief 
feature or characteristic of which is the 
record of commission of crime or the 
display of cut or illustration of crimes 
committed, or the acts or pictures of 
criminals, desperadoes, or of men or 
women in lewd or unbecoming positions 
or improper dress. Any person guilty of 
a violation of this act shall be fined not 
less than $10 nor more than $100.’’ 


HE IS GREATLY IN DEMAND. 


Charged That Adams Has Swindled 
in Many Cities. 


Boston, March 2%.—The police depart- 
ment which has been busy for some days 
following the movements of Louis V. R. 
Adams, who was arrested here two weeks 
ago, charged with swindling. has found 
that the man has carriea on operations 
in many of principal cittes of the coun- 
try, and that in most of them the au- 
thorities would like to get hold of him.

SHORT TELLS OF THE WILL 


He Says That He Saw Rice Sign the 
' Document—Patrtck Gave Short 
Checks To Cash After 
the Death of the 
Millionaire. 


New York, March 26.—Albert T. Patrick, 
the lawyer who is accused of murdering 
William Marsh Rice, the aged Texas mil- 
lionaire, last September, was given a pre- 
liminary hearing before Judge Jerome, 
sitting as a committing magistrate, today. 

The first witness was David L, Short, of 
Brooklyn, a publisher. Short said he be- 
came a commissioner of deeds of Texas at 
the suggestion of Patrick. Jones was in- 
troduced to him, he said, as the private 
secretary of a wealthy Texas client of 
Patrick’s. The witness admitted that on 
several occasions he had left his official 
seal at the apartments of Mr. Rice, after 
transacting business there. 

“On June 3th you said you had ac- 
knowledged three papers for Mr. Rice?’’ 
asked Mr. Osborne. 

‘*Yes.’’ 

He also said he had witnessed another, 
a will. 

“Did you see Mr. Rice sign those pa- 
pers, including the will?’’ 

Witnessing the Will. 

Short said he did. He said he signed 
the three documents, and Rice then said: 

“Gentlemen, while you are here I want 
you to witness another paper, my last will 
and testament.”’ 

Witness then sald Rice handed the will 
to Meyers, Patrick's law partner, who 


glanced it over and returned it, and Rice | 


sat at his desk and signed all the papers. 
Meyer and Short then signed as wit- 
nesses. Mr. Osborne handed the witness 
the will, which he identified. When the 
will had been executed it was handed to 
Meyers to take to Patrick’s office. 

“Did Mr. Rice say anything to you re- 
garding the will?’’ asked Mr. Osborne. 

‘Yes, he asked me not to say anything 
about it until after he was dead and 
gone.”’ 

Mr. Osborne then examined Short at 
length on his last visit to the house of Mr. 
Rice, on the 2ist of September, two days 
before the death of Mr. Rice. 

After the Death of Rice. 


Mr. Osborne then passed over to the in- 
cidents following immediately upon the 
death of Mr. Rice. 

Witness related how he had been sent to 
Swenson & Sons to cash a check for $25,- 
000. He did not know that Mr. Rice was 
dead at the time. Patrick had not told 
him. 

“So you are positive Patrick sent you to 
cash Mr. Rice’s check for $25,000 and did 
not tell you he was dead? Are you sure 
of this?’’ asked Mr. Osborne. 

“T am,” said the witness emphatically. 

Subsequently witness told how he had 
been given a check for $135,000 on the 
Fifth Avenue Trust Company, which he 
had taken to the Office of that company 
to have it certified. He Succeeded in hav- 
ing the check certified. Witness admitted 
he had not mentioned the fact that Rice 
was dead at the bank.

“I paid Callaway out of some trouble,” 
said Cline. “and I wanted my money 
back. I thought Callaway was all right 
and had money in the Athens bank. I 
wired to the cashier of the bank and he 
replied he believed Callaway’s check was 
good, but he wouldn't guarantee it. Then 
T wrote out a bogus telegram from Ath- 
ens, but I signed the wrong initials to 
the cashier’s name to keep it from being 
a forgery. In the telegram I had the 
cashier to say that Callaway’s check was 
good. Then Callaway got a young man 
to cash the check.”’

There are, however, some features of 
the bill of particulars now being made 
up at Washington calculated to give 
rise to criticism. The Washington Post 
states it as a fact that— 

For some time past American consuls in 
China have been busily engaged in for- 
warding to the state department itemized 
lists of claims, mainly from missionaries. 
The latter have utilized every possible 
basis of remuneration, some of them hav- 
ing included in their damages the ser- 
mons which were destroyed. The value 
placed upon these sermons varies accord- 
ing to the ideas of the ministers, in some 
cases being rated at several hundred dol- 
lars each. The claims will not be allowed 
to become public. 

As whatever is done will finally be 
embodied in a treaty which will have to 
be ratified by the senate, the views of 
Senator Morgan, of Alabama, the first 
democrat on the foreign relations com- 
mittee, will be of interest. On the sub- 
ject of indemnity, Senator Morgan 
says: 

Of course, I suppose that if this 
government can get $25,000,000 out of 
China, very few people in congress would 
vote to cut down the amount. I cannot 
see, however, how our damages can be 
placed at such a iarge sum. I am sure 
that there will be considerable criticism 
about it in congress and I shall not hesi- 
tate to express my own opinion. It looks 
too much as if we were in the money- 
grabbing business of other nations and I 
have no sympathy with it. fust as I be- 
Heve that the blood-thirsty policy of re- 
venge which has been pursued in China 
ought not to be tolerated for a moment. 
In the matter of securing damages I am 
in favor of the establisnment of another 
Hague tribunal. where the powers could 
get together and make an honest estimate 
of the injuries received. In such a tri- 
bunal China ought to be allowed to par- 
ticipate. Only through some scheme as 
this will we be able to save China from 
wholesale robbery. I am not in favor of 
taking a foot of territory in China, and if 
the treaty should contain such a pro- 
vision it would be most bitterly fought. 

This sentimient is echoed by republi- 
can as well as democratic leaders. The 
stand of the United States, for the pre- 
servation of the integrity of the Chi- 
nese empire and for the assurance of 
the ever open door so necessary to 
‘American commerce, will be very much 
strengthened if we make the most mod- 
erate demand possible, one which will 
contain no questionable items. 


A Lost Opportunity. 

A great opportunity was lost by the 
British government when it let the 
Kitchener-Botha  egotiations fall 
through. 

The failure of the authorities in Lon- 
don to grant general. amnesty to the 
Cape Dutch who took up.arms in be- 
half of their blood kin in the two re- 
publics was the rock upon. which the 
negotiations split; and just because 
Chamberlain and his crowd failed to 
see how great the gain would have 
been to England by following such a 
big, broad-ganuge policy as was involved 
in a general amnesty proposition, the 
war must go on at heavy cost to the 
British empire and to the continued 
detriment of: British prestige. 

The wisdom of a general amnesty 
was so clearly demonstrated by the 
civil war in this country, and, as The

| common sense, that it ts surprising 


there was not somebody on Downing 
street strong enough to see it and to 
counteract the influences of Chamber- 
lain, who, having, got his government 
into this war, seems to be inspired by 
a desire to grind down the Boers until 
there are none of them left. 

It was human and natural that Botha 
should have indignantly rejected the 
British proposition for the Boers to 
abandon those former British subjects, 
the Datch of Cape Colony, who, 
through synipathy, had joined with 
the people of the republics in their 
fight for liberty. While many of the 
other features of Kitchener’s terms 
were liberal, he could not accede to 
this demand that he and his followers 
deliberately betray their kinsmen and 
supporters into the hands of the Brit- 
ish to be dealt with as traitors. The 
British have good reason to know 
that there is much in the theory of 
blood being “thicker than water,” for 
they were the first to profit by the 
practical: application of the principle. 
and. that, too, at the hands of a gal- 
lant old Georgian. They have not, 
therefore, strengthened their position 
in the eyes of the world by refusing 
to the Boers the right to be governed 
by this principle. 

They, indeed, failed to grasp an op- 
portunity to make their position vastly 
better in the eyes of the world than it 
now is. 


Birmingham. ; 

It seems almost superfiuous to say 
that the people of Atlanta extend 
heartiest sympathy to the victims of 
the big tornado which has just visited 
Alabama and Georgia, spreading death 
and destruction in its path. The heart 
of the entire community goes out to 
the immediate sufferers and to the 
communittes which have felt the de- 
structive touch of the great storm. 

The fuller advices from Birmingham, 
which hag been the greatest sufferer, 
indicate that the destruction of prop- 
erty has been even greater than at 
first reported, though happily the loss 
of life does not exceed the earlier esti- 
mates. 

With characteristic vigor and enter- 
prise, the citizens of the Alabama me- 
tropoligs have already gone ahead to 
repair the losses and to rebuild the 
waste places. Birmingham long ago 
earned the reputation of being one of 
the pluckiest of cities, and it is cer- 
tain that she will rise splendidly supe- 
rior to her troubles, as she has at all 
times in her history. 

Her afflictions are great, but she will 
meet them in the true Birmingham 
spirit, and, in a material sense, will 
rise phoenix-like to greater things. 


Making a Record. 

The legislature of Minnesota— 
almost unanimously republican, it may 
be said in passing—seems bent on 
making a record on those lines by 
which the legislatures of Kansas and 
some other of the western states have 
distinguished themselves. 

One of the bills recently passed by 
the Minnesota legislative body pro- 
vides for medical examination of all 
persons seeking license to marry. 
There has in recent years been much 
talk among theorists of the necessity 
of improving the condition of the hu- 
man race by denying the right of mar- 
riage to those afflicted physically, but 
this is the first time, so far as we 
know, that these theories have been 
set forth in legislation. It will be in- 
teresting to note whether they will re- 
sult in anything more than the exodus 
to some other state of such persons 
as may come under the Minnesota ban. 

Even more remarkable is the Dill 
just passed which makes it a misde- 
meanor, punishable by a fine of $50, for 
any person in Minnesota to smoke a 
cigarette. There is no ban on the use 
of tobacco in any other form, but the 
man who prefers to smoke his in this 
form is branded as a lawbreaker. The 
smoker of opium, the poor victim of 
eocaine or morphine, the person who 
fills himself with whisky, brandy or 
even gin—all these may retain stand- 
ing in the community, but he who 
dares put a cigarette to his lips is to 
be branded forever. 

Do the Minnesota legislators imag- 
ine such a law-as that will stand the 
tests of the courts?

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SOME FEW SOUTHERNISMS - 
AND.MORE MISCONCEPTIONS 


By Sihel McClintock May. 


IFBH is responsible for the follow- 
ing: 

“The verb to eat has two forms of 

the past tense, ‘ate and eat’ (pronounced 


“et.") (See Century Dictionary.) The form 


‘eat’ is probably more used in speech than 
in writing, because being spelled like ‘eat,’ 
the present tense, it cannot be so written 
as to avoid possible confusion. As spoken 
there is no confusion about i!t.”’ 

This wnusual form vf the verb, which 
most people r as incorrect and a 
mark of illiteracy, is common among the 
southern negroes. 

The discovery that it is correct and 
quite as pure Pnglish as the more or- 
dinary form, recalls a number of other 
pecullarities of speech among southern- 
ers, which are looked upon as colloquial- 


isms by the northern born, but are in 


reality good English words. 

In fact, the speech of the native born 
southerner more nearly approaches the 
original purity of the Anglo-Saxon than 
that of any other section of the country. 

The use of the expression “I reckon,” 
which is a distinctive southernism and 
which occasions so much remark and such 
evident amusement to northern listeners 
is, one must admit, a colloquialism, But 
it has a certain precedent for its use in 
the good old Baxon verb “to reckon,” 
which the equally common expression 
among northern people, ‘“‘I guess,”” cannot 
‘boast as a justification. Also the word 
“yonder,” an excellent old Saxon word, 
much used in the south, stamps one at 
Once as an alien in the north. 

Perhaps the difference in speech be- 
tween northern and southern people is as 
much in the quality of voice as in any- 
thing else. Certainly there is a degree of 
truth in the traditional soft voices of 
southern races. Climatic effects would 
naturally produce some such result. 

A VOCAL MONSTROSITY. 

And could anything in the world but 
the shrill, cold winds which sweep the 
rocky coast of Maine produce that unique 
emission from the human larynx known 
as the “down eastern twang?” 

With a little attention and opportunity 
for observation one can become so expert 
in detecting the colloquialisms of different 
sections of the country and the distin- 
guishing qualifies of voice that it is 
scarcely necessary to inquire the place of 
residence of the people one may meet. 

Persons of a certain class, of unusual 
culture, and cosmopolitans, do not take 
on the local color at all, or to a less de- 
gree. But the rank and file, and especial- 
ly the lower classes, show every time they 
Open their mouths the section that pro- 
duced them. 

Unless the letter ‘“‘r’’ were eliminated 
from tne westerner’s conversation he 
could never pass for an eastern born. 
Your westerner gives his “‘r’s’’ an extra 
twist and ties them into a double bow 
knot in various degrees from ‘‘Indianner’”’ 
out to “Colorader.”’ 

I have never seen a sight-seeing “‘yan- 
kee” yet taking in the city from a Peach- 
tree street car who did not tell wonder- 
ful tales about the battle of ‘‘Atlanter.”’ 
One old chap I once heard entertained 
his wife with various reminiscences of 
“the war” all the way out to North At- 
lanta, where he pointed out with much 
interest the house of Judge Tompkins 
as the only house left standing when 
“Atianter’” was burned. At the time the 
house in question was not actually com- 
pleted. 

I did not venture to enlighten this well 
meaning and most amusing pair. No doubt 


Ahey meant the old Leyden house, and the 


original structure even of that has been 
‘burned and rebuilt three times. 

Virginians, of course, are easy enough 
to detect by their speech. South Caro- 
linans are also unique—somewhat ap- 
proaching the broadness of Virginians. 
The typical Bostonian resembles quite 
strikingly the characteristics of the Vir- 
ginian in the broadness of the “a,’”’ but 
— a difference sufficient to localize 
him, 

It is said that the speech of the typical 
Virginian and of the best Bostonian rep- 
resents the purest English of America. 

Northerners find considerable amuse- 
ment in the peculiarities of southerners. 
YOU DON’T HAVE TO ASK HIM 

TO “GUESS AGAIN.” 

Léttle colloquialisms which in the north- 
ern born are rather an unpleasant irri- 
tant to the southerner who detests their 
“guesses” and the perpetual ‘yes, in- 
deeds,” are, on the other hand, regarded 
with the most affable indulgence by the 
yankee neighbor. If one’s localisms and 
faulty diction were an acquired accom- 
plishment they could not receive more 
interested attention. 

I well remember my first experience at 
a northern ‘boarding school, and the inter- 
est occasioned by the arrival of the only 
southern girl. The girls flocked around as 
if I had been some importation from 
another planet, and what might have been 
mistaken for popularity was only the en- 
tertainment occasioned by what they call- 
ei my ‘“‘dear little southern brogue!”’ 

The traditional shirking of their ‘‘r’s” 
among eouthern peopie is in a measure 
true, but it is a natural and not very no- 
ticeable characteristic and vastly different 
from the awful imitations and affectations 
that are heard from the stage in the north 
and palmed off on an unknowing pwblic in 
the name of Dixie. 

As a painful ordeal nothing can be more 
acutely unpleasant to a southerner than 
to have to sit through one of those hor- 
rible stage fravesties of his native 
speech, In his effort to imitate the rather 
facile enunciation of the ‘‘r’’ in the some- 
what deliberate speech of the southerner, 
called in the north the “southern drawl,”’ 
the stage hero eliminates his ‘‘r’s” en- 
tirely and talks with a lame and halt af- 
fectation (that’s the ‘““draw!l’’) which is the 
quintescence of absurdity. 

The average stage ‘‘southerner’ comes 
from Vermont and puts up a Ine of 
mushy and lisping conversation that is a 
fine adult imitation of baby talk. 

In imitating the darky dialect stage 
People have better, though not even then 
complete, success. I have often been an- 
noyed and indignant to discern that in 
the minds of otherwise Intelligent persons 
there is absolutely no distinction made 
between the slightly characteristic accent 
of cultured southerners and the pictur- 


esque dialect of old plantation negroes, 


or the illiteracy of the present day 
**coon.”’ 

A few seasons ago in New York there 
was a perfect wave of negro features at 
all the vaudeville houses. That was when 
the “cakewalk” and “coon song’’ were 
at thelr height of popularity. Real, sure 
enough “colored people’ were the per- 
formers, and the public never seemed to 


tire of such entertainment, \ 


Personally I never care to have any 
theatrical entertainment furnished “by 
negroes. It is extremely unpleasant to 
me to see them on the stage at all, and 
this prejudice, I find, is shared by al- 
most all people from the south, who 
know the darklies and love them well 
as the best and most faithful domestic 
servants in the world, but do not re- 
gard them as artists from a dramatic 
standpoint. 

Northern people have little of this fee!l- 
ing and would just as soon see a darky 
perform as to see a white person. At 
many of the summer resorts all along 
the northern coast and in the mountains 
cake walks, minstrels and such enter- 
tainments by the hotel servants are fre- 
quently provided as pastimes for the 
guests. 

The southerner finds no pleasure in 
this sort of thing. Besides ruffling his 
innate prejudices it bores him. The 
northern “colored person” has so far 
strayed from the old-fashioned darky 
type that he ceases to be amusing. 
They have manners and airs too much 
like white people. His identity is lost 
and people who go to see a trumped-up 
cake walk by yankee negroes are easily 
deceived by a poor imitation of the real 
thing. 

The best thing and in fact the only good 
thing I have seen on the stage this sea- 
son in the way of negro imitations was 
a vaudeville feature called ‘““‘The Georgia 
Minstrels,’’ done by McIntyre and Heath, 
both excellent performers. They por- 
trayed literally and most artistically the 
darky as he really is—not as popular 
northern fallacies imagine him to be. 
Another negro in Willie Collier’s play, 
“On the Quiet,”’ takes the part of a 
butler, who complicates matters bv 
bursting out laughing in a loud guffaw 
at some story told at his master’s ta- 
ble. | 

If the negro had been an artist he 
would have known that no real darky 
in his master’s dining room ever does 
anything more than grin. Broadly, if 
you please—from ear to ear, showing 
every one of his white teeth—but grin 
it should be. Any well-mannered darky 
would be ashamed to laugh outright in 
‘de white folks’’’ dining room. 

In “Barbara Frietchie,””’ an unmistak- 
able earmark is supposed to be intr¢ 
duced in the dialogue of the old darky 
mammy when the author makes her 
say frequently, ‘Yes, indeedy.”’ This 
may be an exclusively Virginian char- 
acteristic, but I have never yet heard it 
on its native heath. 

Another pecullarity of northern people 
in many sections is the use of the fall- 
ing inflection in asking a question. To 
one accustomed to it this Is one of th- 
most amusing, and one might say, too, 
unpleasant forms of speech. 

Country people, always, even city peo- 
ple north. pronounce the word ‘“creek”’ 
as if it were spelled ‘‘c-r-i-c-k.’’ 

And when you hear a man sav “you 
all’’ you may know he hails from Dixie. 
The origin of this expression 1s difficult 
to trace. Personally, I think that it 
arises from innate tactfulness and the 
natural social instinct so strong in the 
southern people—their hospitable desire 
to include everybody, to be sure that 
nobody’s feelings might be hurt by omis- 
sion. He might say “you both’ when 
there are but two, but when more are 
concerned he wants to be doubly sure that 
everybody is included in the plural 
“you.”” So he just makes it “you all’’ 
for good measure. 

“Out yonder” is a give away, too, 
and no one but a southerner uses the 
word “mighty” in just the. way he does, 
as “‘mighty pretty,” ‘“‘mighty bad,”’ etc. 

The northern people send verbal mes- 
sages by servants, which is rarely done 
in the south, for the reason, no doubt, 
that a darky was never known to carry 
&@ message straight in his lHfe, so a 
note is carried instead. In fact, south- 
ern people “carry” a great many things 
that northern people “take.’’ 
DOESN’T GIVE THE GLAD HAND. 

The European custom of not shaking 
hands I find is quite prevalent in the 
north. Southerners do a great deal of 
hand shaking, at coming and going, on 
all occasions of greeting, and in fact 
just as often as there is any possible 
excuse. The social instinct a~ain, no 
doubt. Certainly it is an expression of 
cordiality and good feeling which one 
notices perhaps more in its omission. 

In the theaters and other places ‘‘Yan- 
kee Doodle” is usualy played without 
any demonstration on the part of the 
audience, but the minute the band 
strikes up ‘“‘Dixie’’ the presence of south- 
erners is sure to be evidenced by the 
enthusiastic applause which greets this 
popular air. The music in itself is cer- 
tainly more inspiring and worthy of ad- 
miration than its rival, which only the 
stoutest loyalty could enjoy, but the 
never-failing applause is probably due 
to the spontaneous demonstrativeness 
common among southerners. 

One finds that a cert&in halo of ro- 
mance hovers about things southern in 
the minds of northern people. Northern 
men imagine that all southern girls are 
“queens of love and beautv;” that they 
dance like fairies; have the daintiest.lit- 
tle feet—ridiculously small—(and always 
clad in the trimmest of slippers) whose 
rightful place is treading on the devoted 
hearts which are supposed to cover the 
ground beneath them. The dearest little 
hands in the world are supposed to be 
theirs, about the fingers of which the 
lords of creation are easily twisted. They 
are usually expected to wear, nothing 
but #hite—those thin, fluffy ruffled 
frocks so dear to the hearts of mascu- 
linity; and—must I say it?—they re all 
believed to be arrant and heartless co- 
quettes. 

Such ideas are doubtless gathered in 
reading stories about the south before 
the war—books, by the way, which are 
very popular in the north. 

People who have never even known 
a southerner read with the most sympa- 
thetic interest the charming stories of 
southern life by Thomas Nelson Page 
and others, to say nothing of the uni- 
versally beloved and popular “‘Uncle Re- 
mus."’ 

The glamour of romance still clings to 
the south. The old time chivalry of the 
men, the grace and graciousness of the 
women, the open hospitality for whic 
the south has ever been famous. the 
southerner’s warmness of heart and cor- 
diality of manner—all these traditions 
are a living reality even yet in the minds 
of our northern heighbors

-AT CLOSE OF HIS PRESENT TERM 
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Rumors of Opposition to Sen- 
ator Steve Clay Are Set 
at Rest 


GOVERNOR DISCUSSES 
HIS DETERMINATION 


Governor Candler Has Seen Many 
Years of Political Life, Hav- 
ing Been in Both Branches 


of the General Assembly, 
Also in Congress. 


Governor Allen D. Candler will, at the 
expiration of his present term of office, 
retire from politics and will not offer for 
election to any other position in the gift 
of the state. 


Governor Candler has so declared him- 
self to friends at the capitol, and yester- 
day, when asked about the matter, he 
stated that it was his intention to retire 
from the political field when his piesent 
term as governor exp!res, 

People in many sections of the state 
have had the !dea for some time that 
Governor Candler wanted es«meihing: 
many of them have believed thrt he wou'd 
still be at the political forefrent and 
ready for some tray when he c »mpletes 
his service asechief executive of tne state. 
Not many weeks ago it w.s persistently 
reported that he would entcr the race for 
the senate; in fact, some—more provably 
his political enemies—:zirculated the report 
that he would oppose Senator A. 8, Clay 
It ig well remembered what emphatic de- 
nial the governor gave to that report—a 
denial which ¢ffectually siienced it. 

It is of peculiar int3rest now to know 
that he has determined to retire from 
politics altogether. It can no '!orger be 
said, therefore, that ‘‘Governor Cerdler is 
after something, but what it is, I don't 
know.” That is a remark, it may be said, 
which has several] times been made by 
politicians, 

“Yes,” said the governor when asked 
about the matter, ‘“‘it is my purpose to re- 
tire from politics when I have completed 
my present term. There is no office I 
shall seek when my work here is finish- 
ed. I might say, too, that this will be

He went into it with 
spirit and defeated Hon. Emory Speer 
so badly that opposition to the democratic 
party in that district was effectually kill- 
ed and has not been revived to this day. 
He remained in congress for eight years 
and in 189 retired again from active po- 
litical life. | 
It was in 18% that he was again called 
into public service, being chosen secre- 
tary of state upon the death of General 
Phil Cook. He remained in that office 
until he resigned in 1898 to enter upon his 
campaign for the governorship. How well 
he conducted that campaign and how 
well he has since performed the duties of 
chief executive are familiar history. 


TROOPS OFF FOR MANILA 


Companies K and L, of the Eleventh, 
Go Via Southern. 


THEY WILL EMBARK APRIL 5 


Left Fort McPherson Yesterday and 
Will Reach San Francisco in 
117 Hours. 


Companies K and L, of the Eleventh 
United States infantry, left the city yes- 
terday morning at 11:35 o’clock via the 
Southern railway for San Francisco, 
where they will embark for Manila. 

There were 227 men and ten officers on 
the train. They occupied one standard 
sleeper and six tourist sleepers, while 
three freight cars with the same train 
carried their baggage. The troops were 
in charge of Major James E. Macklin. 
Among the other officers were Captains 
R. M. Blatchford and E. E. Dent, First 
Lieutenants Harry Eames and Ed Mack- 
lin and Second Lieutenants James Rob- 
inson and W. C. Jones. 

The headquarters and two other com- 
panties of- the same regiment from Fort 
Myer, Washington, D. C., left there yes- 
terday and will join the companies from 
Atlanta, going by the same route. 

The troops will go to Memphis via the 
Southern. From there they go to Kan- 
sas City, thence to Colorado Springs, to 
Ogden and to San Francisco. It is con- 
templated that the battalion shall em- 
bark on the transport and sail for Ma- 
nila on April 5th. They will probably 
reach San Francisco within 117 hours of 
the time of their departure from Atlanta, 
the schedule having been arranged to 
that end.

Pittsburg Post: The greatest steel 
structure in the world, so far as railroad 
work is concerned, is just about com- 
pleted in Pennsylvania. It is the wonder- 
ful bridge of the Erie railroad across the 
Kinzgua valley in MtKean county. The 
original bridge was a marvel and was 
considered one of the wonders of the new 
world. The old abutments are used to 


support the new structure. 

This original structure was found to be 
too weak for the modern heavy engines 
and cars of the Erie railroad, and last 
May triffic on this branch was suspended. 
It extends fom Carrollton, on the main 
line, to Johnsonburg, a distance of 43.2 
miles, and passes through Bradford, Cus- 
ter City and Mount Jewett and connects 
with the narrow uge division of the 
Pennsylvania and estern railroad. It 
traverses a wilderness region where 
bears, deer and wildcats are found, and 
the ruffed grouse is at home in the almost 
i <aaeentie slashings and virgin forests. 

e new bridge is much heavier than 
the old structure. In the old bridge 2,600 
tons of material were used, but in the 
new structure there will be 3,500 tons of 
steel, or 7,000,000 pounds. This modern 
steel] miracle is 301% feet above the level 
of the small wilderness stream and is 2,100 
feet in length and nine feet wide. Twenty 
towers of steel support the structure and 
these vary from twenty-three feet to 285 
feet in height and rest on solid piers of 
stonework. Looking up from the bottom 
these magnificent towers look like spider 
web, but as they are closely examined 
some idea of the stren of the new 
ures is ascertained. eb plate girders 
of three-eighths inch mild steel, with a 
depth of six and one-half feet, look like 
mere cords from below. These girders are 
placed on steel nat sew thirty-eight inches 
long and three inches in diameter to pro- 
vide for elasticity, or, in ofher words, 
contraction and expansion. This wonder-

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ASPHALT BIDS CONSIDERED 


Two Firms Contend for Capitol Av- 
enue Contract. 


HEARING HELD YESTERDAY 


Matter Will Be Taken Up by Street 
Committee at 3 O’Clock 
Tomorrow Afternoon. 


Whether the Warner-Quinlan Company, 
of Syracuse, N. Y., or the Southern Pav- 
ing and Construction Company, of Chat- 
tanooga, had submitted the lowest bid for 
paving Capitol avenue with asphalt was 
debated before the street committee of 
council yesterday afternoon at a special 
meeting of that body. 

After being in session some time, it was 
finally agreed to adjourn the meeting un- 
til tomorrow afternoon at 2 o’clock, when 
the commisioner of public works and the 
city engineer will submit figures showing 
the present condition of the paving on 
that thoroughfare. 

When it was decided to pave Capitol 
avenue with asphalt two sets of bids were 
requested from contractors who might 
desire to do the work. One estimate con- 


i templated putting a new base of concrete 


on the street for the asphalt, while the 
other contemplated using the stone now 
on the street as a base. In this latter 
case it would be necessary to take up the 
present paving, screen it and put a large 
per cent of it back as a base for the pav- 
ing. 

The two companies submitting the bids 
were the Warner-Quinlan Co., of Syracuse, 
and the Southern Paving and Construc- 
tion Company, of Chattanooga,. Messrs. 


Venable Bros. represented the Syracuse 
firm in the bidding. The bid of the War- 
ner-Quinlan Company was $2.49910 per 
square yard, in case the old stone was 
used as a base; and $2.52 9-10 per square 
yard if new stone was used. The other 
company bid $2.34 per square yard if old 
stone was used and $2.53 per square yard 
if new stone was used. 

If the old stone is used the Chattanooga 
firm has submitted the lowest bid, and 
in case new stone is used, then the bid of 
the Syracuse company, represented by 
Venable Bros., is the lowest. 

The commitee was to determine which 
would be the better plan—to use the old 
stone as a base or get new material, using 
the old stone taken from Capitol avenue 
to pave other streets. If new stone was 
to be used, then the property owners and 
the street car campanies would neces- 
sarily wish some rebate on the stone 
which now paves the street and which 
had been paid for. 

The meeting was called yesterday to set- 
tle the matter, if possible, as representa- 
tives of both companies were in the city 
and Chairman Terry thought they should 
not be detained unnecessarily. The meet. 
ing was largely attended. The most in- 
teresting part of the session was the col- 
loquy which occurred between Hugo 
Reed, of the Syracuse firm, and V. M. 
Baccus, of the Chattanooga company. 

Mr. Baccus, when called on for a state. 
ment in regard to the bid of his company, 
stated that the other company could not 
bid on Trinidad pitch lake asphalt, as it 
did not control a lake on that island, byt 
mined what was known as “land’’ ag- 
phalt. To this Mr. Reed replied that it 
had been demonstrated that land asphalt 
was every bit as good as lake asphait and 
that the whole matter was a controversy 
between his company and the asphalt 
trust. 

This brought a reply from Mr. Baccfts. 
“If the land asphalt is as good as lake 
asphalt,”’ said he, “‘why should the Warn- 
er-Quinlan people spend three-quarters of 
a million dollars to get a pitch lake in 
Venezuela? They have plenty of land as- 
phalt.’’” He went on to say that he had 
seen the land mined and admitted 
that some of it was as good as the other, | 
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It developed that Mr. Reed had once been 
employed by Mr. Baccus’s company and 
the remarks which passed between the 
gentlemen after this were of a nature to 
cause much merriment. 

During the meeting George Sciple, a 
resident of Capitol avenue, stated that his 
neighbors favored getting the best paving 
at the least cost, as they had to pay for 
it. It is expected that at the meeting of 
the commitee tomorrow afterneon a num- 
ber of the property owners on that street 
will be present for the purpose of being 
heard before the bids are accepted. 


PAY FARE; GET A SEAT. 


Longino Proposes To Exempt Pas- 
sengers from Paying if They 
Have To Stand. 
Councilman Longino, of the seventh 
ward, will present to council next Mon- 
day afternoon an ordinance requiring all 
street car companies in Atlanta to pru- 
vide seats for their passengers or else 
not collect fare from any one compelled 

to stand while riding on cars. 

The councilman from the seventh stated 
yesterday that he would request the city 
attorney to put the proposed ordinance 
in shape this week. When introduced 
it will be referred to the ordinance com- 
mittee and when a hearing is had Coun- 
cilman Longino is expected to have some- 
thing to say in the interest of his ordi- 
nance. Dr. Longino is a resident of West 
End and does considerable street car 
riding. 

“I was never more serious in my life 
than when I advocate the passage of this 
kind of an ordinance,”’ said Councilman 
Longino. “I have patronized street cars 
sufficiently to know that present condi- 


tions should be changed. At. certain 
hours of the day and night the cars on 
nearly all the lines are crowded to such 
an extent that many passengers are re- 
quired to stand for a number of blocks. 


Why can’t the gar companies put on 
extra cars during those hours? They 
should be required to and I hope that 
my ordinance will cause something to 
happen in that direction. If a passenger 
is not provided with a seat then no fare 
should be required of him. I shall advo- 
cate my ordinance with all the earnest- 


How Nails Were Named. 

Book World: Two acounts are given of 
the term “‘sixpenny,” “‘eighipenny,’ “ten- 
penny,” and so on, as applied to the va- 
rious sizes of nails. Acording to one 
statement, when nails were made by hand, 
the penny was taken as a standard of 
weight, and six were made equal to the 
weight of a copper penny. This explana- 
tion is open to criticism on account of the 
very small size of the nails, of which six 
were needed to balance even the large- 
sized, old-fashioned copper penny. Oth- 
ers are much more probable. One expla- 
nation holds that tenpenny nails origi- 
nally sold for tenpence a hundred, six- 
penny nails for sixpence a hundred, and 
so on, the smaller nails selling for the 
lower price. Another explanation is that 
1,000 nails of the tenpenny size used to 
weigh ten pounds, 1,000 of the sixpenny 
size six pounds, and so on for other sizes. 
Of the ordinary sixpenny nails there are 
eighty to the pound: of the elghitpenny 
there are fifty; tenpenny, thirty-four; 
twelvepenny, twenty-nine.

HEALTH OFFICER UP TODAY 


Ordinance Creating Position Will Be 
Considered. 


MEETING IS TO BE AT NOON 


Many City Physiciaas Are Expected 
To Attend Joint Session of the 
Council Committees. 


At noon today a joint meeting of the 
ordinanéte committee and the committee 
on hospital and charities of council will 
be held for the purpose of considering 
an ordinance creating the position of 
health officer. It is expected that a 
number of city physicians will be pres- 
ent during the meeting. 

The propgsed ordinance contemplates 
having the mayor appoint a board of 
nine practicing physcians, this board to 
nominate someone for the position of 
health officer. The term of this office 
to be for four years and he to receive 
an annual salary of $2,400. 

\The following is the text of the ordi- 
nance: 

Section |. Be it ordsined by the mayor and 
general council of the city of Atlanta, and it 
is hereby ordained by the authority of the same, 
that the office of health officer be, and the 
same is hereby created. 

Sec, 2. Be it further ordained, that said 
officer shall be selected and appointed as fol- 
lows: 

Tte mayor is hereby authorized and directed 
to appoint nine doctors in active practice as 
physicians or as physicians and surgeons in the 
city of Atlanta. who shall within thirty days 
from their appointment as aforesaid nominate 
to said mayor a suitable and proper doctor en- 
gaged in the active practice of his profession, 
end said mayor shall if said neminetion is 
approved by him, appoint said doctor as health 
officer for the city of Atlanta; but should 
such nomination not be approved by him, then 
said committee shally be requested to make 
another nomination, or the said mayor be av- 
thorized to appoint a new committee of the 
number and composed as aforesaid, with the 
same duties, and upon their report, the mayor 
shall be, and is hereby authorized to act in like 
manner as in the first instance. 

Sec 3. Be it further ordained that upon the 
appointment of the health officer, as herein- 
before provided, the committee of nine by 
which he ts nominated shall formulate suitable 
rules and regulations prescribing his duties. 
Such rulea_shall be reported by them to the 
mayor and by him submitted to the general 
council for action, and the mayor and general 
counci] shall thereupon prescribe the duties of 
said health officer. 

Sec. 4. Be it further ordained that said 
health officer shall be governed by said rules 
and regulations as may be prescribed by coun- 
cil, and shall in all matter not specially set 
forth in such rules be under the direction of 
the board of health. 

Sec. 5. Be it further ordained that the salary 
of said officer shall be at the rate of $2.400 
per year, and that his salary for the remain- 
der of the year |I90I! shall be taken from the 
appropriation heretofor> made to the depart- 
ment of health. 

Sec. 6. Be it further ordained that the term 
of said officer shall be for the period of four 
years, and until his successor is appointed and 
qualified. Provided, however, that said health 
officer shall be Hable to impeachment and trial 
by the general council of said city for mal- 
feasance, misfeasance, incapacity from any 
cause to discharge, or neglect of any of the 
duties of said office, as well as for conduct 
detrimental to the character of said officer, or 
the good name of the city. 

Sec. 7. Be it further ordained that no mem- 
ber of the board of health shall be eligible 
to the position of health officer during or for 
any part of the term to which he was elected 
on the board of health. 

Sec, 8. Be it further ordained, that said 
health officer shal] have charge of the small- 
pox hospital until his duties are further de- 
fined by ordinance. 

When the ordinance was introduced in 
council Councilman Garrett offered the 
following amendment: 

Amend ordinance so as to read that the 
mayor appoint as a committee to formulate 
rules and regulations setting forth duties of 
health officer and report to council; that said 
committee shall consist of two physicians from 
board of health, two members from board of 
education, two members from committee on 
hospital and charity and two physicians from 
the city. A.cter report is accepted and adopted, 
then the question of providing for appointment 
of health officer shall be considered by the 
council.

Atlanta's Storm Yesterday Morn- 
ing Very Remarkable, 


TWO INCHES OF WATER FEL 


During First Five Minutes 0.69 of 
an Inch Fell—In Twenty-Five 
Minutes This Had In- 
creabed to 1.79 Inches. 
Marbury Talks. 


The thunder and rain storm that vis- 
fted Atlanta yesterday morning at 2:30 
o’clock was the most severe on record 
at the local weather bureau office. The 
rate of rainfall was very remarkable, 
the lightning flashed almost continually, 
and the wind increased from a velocity 
of two miles an hour to that of twenty- 
two miles an hour. } 

During the three-quarters of an hour 
that the storm continued the amount of 
the rainfall was 2.08 inches. That, of 
course, does not break the record, as 
more than that amount has fallen dur- 
ing the length of time often before. 
During the Confederate Veterans’ re- 
union here the rainfall for an hour ex- 
ceeded this amount by almost an inch. 
But the record for rate of fall was made 
to look like a child who has just tried 
for the first time to pass a three-cent 
piete for a dime, for during the first 
five minutes of the cloudburst .69 of 
an inch fell. And the rate did not 
quickly decrease. 

The record-breaking fieures are as 
follows: For first ten minutes of rain, 
one inch fell; for fifteen minutes, the 
register was 1.30 inches; for the first 
twenty minutes 1.6 inches fell, and for 
the first twenty-five minutes a total fall 
of 1.79 inches was recorded. 

In speaking of the storm and the rec- 
ord, the officials at Observer Marbury’s 
office yesterday said: 

“When we reached the office this morn- 
ing the first thing noticed was the re- 
markable amount of rain that fell for 
80 short a time, and after investigation 
it was discovered that tl.a local record 
was entirely broken. I do not mean that 
the record for an hour was broken, but 
the records for short time surpassed 
anything ever seen at this office. That 
such an amount of rain as .68 of an inch 
should fall in five minutes seems almost 
incredible, but that is what occurred 
the first five minutes of last night’s 

_ storm. 

“The..storm was somewhat expected, 
ag yesterday had been one of those kind 

‘of days when the entire atmosphere is 
.%im~'- thoroughly saturated with water. 
Something had to happen, and the storm 
irelleved everything. Just before it 
burst upon the city the thermometer 
had run up to a high dadece and there 
was an absolute dead calm. The wind 
_Wag barely of a two mile velocity. But 
: When the rain began to pour the wind 
.Incfeased up to as strong a velocity as 
twenty-two miles. 

“There was nevér at any time, how- 
‘ever, any danger from such a wind. The 
velocity would have to be twice as much 
to make it dangerous. The scare given 
{Many people was doubtless due more to 
the heavy rainfall than the wind. The 
storm came from a southwesterly direc- 
tion and lasted nearly an hour. There 
was continual lightning, but little thun- 
der. All in all it might simr’- be con- 
sidered a-remarkably heavy rain storm. 
for no damage was done. 

“Tt is exrnected that Wednesday will 
be cooler than today, but summer is 
not afar off.’

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Supreme Court Decision Involves 
Inman Park Property. 


COURT’S RULING REVERSED 


But Hast Atlanta Land Company’s 
itle to the Property Will 
Hold Good. 


The supreme court decided a case yes- 
terday involving the title of about thirty- 
three acres of land included in Inman 
park, one of the most valuable real estate 
sections in the city. 

While the supreme court reverses the 
decision of the lower court, the reversal 
is based entirely on legal points and will 
not affect the fina] title to the property. 

The case is that of the East Atlanta 
Land Company against R. M. Clarke, trus- 
tee. Clarke as trustee for his wife and 
children under a deed made by John H. 
James in 1880, sold this property to the 
East Atlanta, Land Company for $25,000 
The deed made at the time was considered 
insufficient, and application was made to 
the suverior court by the company for a 
more perfect title. The court instructed 
the jury to render a verdict under the 
evidence declaring that the East Atlanta 
Land Company had a good and valid title 
to the property. The supreme court held 
that while this was the case under the 
evidence, the proper course had not been 
pursued, and that the jury should have 
been instructed to find a verdict for the 
reconstruction cf the deed made by 
Clarke, giving the company a perfect title 
in this way. It therefore reversed the low- 
er court’s decision and ordered a new trial. 
Many other jJegal points were involved in 
the suit. 
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TWO COURTS ARE INVOLVED. 


Effort Be'ng Made in State and 
United States Conrt To Sell 
Southern Agricultural Works. 
Judge Lumpkin yesterday afternoon 
heard argument on the exceptions to the 
r..ort of the auditor for the Southern 
Agricultural works. Judge Lumpkin re- 

served his decision. 

The case is of an interesting nature, 
as an effort is being made in both the 
state and United States courts to sell the 
property of the agricultural works. The 
affairs of the Southern Agricultural works 
are in the hands of the United States 
court, and the case was taken into the 
state courts by Paul Romare and Jacob 
Haas, trustees of the bondholders of the 
concern, who foreclosed a deed of trust 
to secure the bonds and who desire that 
Judge Lumpkin grant a decree under 
which they propose to sell the plant.

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FURNISHINGS FOR ANNEX 


Plans Adopted Yesterday Afternoon 
by Building Committee, 


FURNITURE WILL BE MODERN 


Jury Boxes Will Be Arranged on 
Rollers and Will Be a Novel 
Feature. 


The committee on public buildings of 
the board of county commissioners met 
yesterday afternoon at 3 o’clock in the 
office of Architect Grant Wilkins and 
adopted plans and specifications of the 
furnishings for the new courthouse annex. 
The committee consists of Forrest Adair, 
chairman; E. B. Rosser and Captain Clif- 
ford L. Anderson, 

The plans were prepared by Architect 
Wilkins and show that the handsome an- 
nex is to be furnished in a thoroughly 
modern manner and with up to date fur- 
nishings. Mr. Wilkins did not estimate 
the cost. that would be occasioned by the 
carrying out of his plans, but it is thought 
that the total cost will be in the neigh- 
borhood of $20,000. 

The furnishings consist of the judges’ 
stands for the three courtrooms, clerk’s 
desks, jury boxes, seats for spectators 
and witnesses, chairs for lawyers and 
others, tables for lawyers and for the jury 
rooms, and seats for the jury rooms. The 
furniture is to be mainly of oak and will 
be arranged with a view to the comfort 
of those who may have business in the 
annex and for the spectators. 

The furnishings will contain a very 
novel feature in the nature of portable 
jury boxes. The chairs for the jurymen 
will be arranged in a large box and this 
box will be placed on rollers. Under thig 
arrangement the jury boxes can be moved 
about the courtrooms to sult convenience. 

It is stated that bids for the furnishing 
of the annex will be advertised for im- 
mediately and as soon as a suitable bid 
is accepted the work of equipping the 
building with furniture will begin. The 
annex is now practically complete and ig 
ready for the reception of the furniture. 
It is expected that the building will be 
ready for occupancy by the Ist of May.

Utilizing Small Bananas. 

New Orleans Times-Democrat: “I meta 
shrewd New England yankee in Hondu- 
ras the other day,” said a New Orleans 
shipper who had just returned from 4 
trip to Central America, “and he un- 
folded a scheme that would have made 
the late Colonel S@M%ers turn pea green 
with envy. ‘My idea,’ he said, ‘is to 
utilize thea waste product of these great 
banana plantations. Every season,’ he 
went on, ‘thousands upon thousands of 
tons of fruit is allowed to rot on the 
ground because it is slightly below the 
standard size. It doesn’t pay to send it 
to market, and the planters would be 
glad to give it to anybody who would 
take it away. I propose to coin every 
pound of that wasted fruit into money.’ 
‘That’s a corking good idea,’ said I; ‘how 
do you propose to do it?’ ‘By three proc- 
esses,” he replied, ‘all of which I have 
invented. The first is a method by which 
the skin of the banana is reduced to a 
pulp for the manufacture of all that class 
of goods known commercially as ‘‘fiber- 
ware.’ I shall use it, however, entire- 
ly in the making of small kegs, quarter- 
barrels and firkins.’ 

‘“*But why that restriction?’ I asked. 

‘“‘T will make it clear in a moment,’ 
he replied. ‘My second process brings us 
to the fruit proper. After it is stripped 
of its skin it is given a certain treatment, 
including high pressure under steam 
rolis, which removes all the saccharine 
matter in the shape of a delicious sirup, 
which I am satisfied is destined to become 
one of the favorite confections of the 
day, especially among children. Well 
iced, it will take the place of soda water, 
and, slightly warmed or mulled, it will 
be a great drink for the winter. I will 
draw this product off into my banana- 
skin kegs and quarter barrels and am 
ready immediately for the. market.’ 

“I was greatly impressed. ‘How about 
the third process?’ I inquired. 

“That relates to the meat of the ba- 
nana,’ said he, ‘after the moisture and 
saccharine matter is completely extract- 
ed. The residue is a beautiful white, 
thoroughly desiccated mass, which may 
be readily reduced to a fine flour, cap- 
able of indefinite preservation at any 
temperature. It tastes something like 
oatmeal, and makes delicious bread or 
cakes, This flour I will pack in my 
fifty-pound fiber firkins, and thus entirely 
dispose of my raw material. There will 
be no by-product. Everything will be 
used up as completely as a pig in a Chi- 
cago pork packery.’ 

“T asked the inventor whether he had 
made any practical tests, and he admitted 
frankly that hts experiments thus far 
had not wholly been successful. He said 
the fiberware had somehow dissolved, 
when it got wet; the sirup had fermented, 
and the flour had turned moldy; but he 
was sanguine of overcoming these minor 
difficulties. I wished him luck. It was 
certainly the most comprehensive scheme 
I ever heard of for grabbing fortune by 
the forelock and the fetlok at one and the 
same time.”’ 


Origin of the Yosemite. 

The National Geographical Magazine: It 
is perfectly obvious to those familiar 
with glacial phenomena that Yosemite is 
quite an ordinary and necessary product 
of glacial erosion, under the conditions 
prevailing in that locality. The main 
glacier came down Tenaya canyon, cut- 
ting it to a steep but fairly uniform 
grade. Yosemite valley is but a continu- 
ation of that gorge. The end of the gla- 
cier at the time that it was cutting 
Yosemite extended not far beyond Fort 
Monroe. It remained there for a long 
time, and therefore plowed out the bottom 
of the valley to a considerable depth. 
Branch .glaciers joined the Tennaya gla- 
cier when it filled Yosemite, coming ®own 
the valleys of Yosemite, Little Yosemite, 
Illilouette and Bridal Veil and other 
creeks, and forming hansing valleys at 
the junction points. The formation of 
the vertical cliffs of the valley may have 
been dut to underminging, and may 
have been aided by the cleavage of the 
rocks. On the recession of the glacier 
doubtless the bottom of the valley was 
occupied by a lake, which has since been 
partially filled by detritus and drained by 
the erosion of Merced river cutting 
through the rock wall at the foot of the 
valley.

385. Allen v. Schweigert. Foreclosure of lien. 
Before Judge Eve, City court of R 
county, 
Simmons, C. J.—1. Where this court decides 


that a certain petition is good as against a 


demurrer filed thereto, the decision cannot be 
reviewed and overruled when the same case is 
again brought to this court, but is binding 
in the case and must control on the trial if 
the facts proved raise the same question. 

2. Where, however, the evidence adduced on 
the trial does not sustain all of the material 
allegations of the petition, and the decision 
made upon the demurrer is not applicable to 
the case made by the facts proved, that de- 
cision is, of course, not controlling, 

3. Where a mechanic recorded his lien for 
work done and material furnished, and sought, 
under the provisions of the act approved De- 
cember 18, 1897, to have such lien foreclosed 
and enforced as against the owner upon the 
real estate improved, and where it conclu- 
Sively appeared that the owner had fully set- 
tled with the contractor before the giving of 
the written notice required by the act and 
owed the contractor nothing at the time such 
notice was given, a verdict in favor of the 


‘mechanic was contrary to the evidence, and 


the court did not err in setting it aside, the 
act expressly providing that the lien shall not 
attach “‘for a sum greater than such balance 
as the owner may be indebted to the person 
having the contract at the time of the ser- 
vice of such notice.’”’ This is true although, 
at the time the notice was given, the contractor 
had not completed his contract and had been 
paid for only such part as had been completed, 
where such contractor had made a settlement 
with the owner, whereby he surrendered the 
contract and released the owner from the pay- 
ment of the balance of the contract price of 
the work, in consideration of his own release 
from his obligation to complete the building 
and from liquidated damages already amount- 
ing to more than the balance which would 
have been due him had he completed the con- 
tract within the stipulated time. 

4, Where there are several grounds in a mo-

Cobb, J.—!. One whe advances money to pay 
off an encumbrance on realty at the instance 
of either the owner of the property or the hold- 
er of the encumbrance, either upon the ex- 
press understanding, or under circumstances 
from which an understanding will be implied, 
that the advance made is to be secured by a 
first Hient on the property, is net a mere vol- 
unteer; and in the event the new security is 
for any reason not a first lien on the property, 
the holder of such security, if not chargeable 
with culpable and inexcusable neglect, will 
be subrogated to the rights of the prior en- 
cumbrance under the security held by him, un- 
less the superior or equal equities of others 
would be prejudiced thereby; and to this end 
equity will set aside a cancellation of such 
security and revive the same for his benefit. 

2. Knowledge of the existence of an _ in- 
tervening encumbrance will not alone prevent 
the person advancing the money under an 
agreement of the character above referred to 
from claiming the’‘right of subrogation, when 
the exercise of such right will not in any sub- 
vening encumbrancer. Delay on the 
legal remedies, and indulgences granted by 
him to the debtor brought about by the fact 
that the lien to which the subrogation is asked 
had been canceled on the records will, when 
accompanied by substantial damage to the 
rights of the intervening encumbrancer, be a 
sufficient reason for a court of equity to refuse 
the person advancing the money the right of 
subrogation and a decree setting aside the can- 
cellation, when the claim of subrogation is not 
asserted within a reasonable time after knowl- 
edge that the prior encumbrance has been 
canceled of record. 

3. It a junior encumbrance pays off a serior 
encumbrance, he will generally, when the pay- 
ment was necessary for his protection, be sub- 
rogated to the rights of the senior encum- 
brancer. 

(a) To entitle one creditor to be subrogated 
to the rights of another, as a general rule the 
former must have satisfied in full the demand 
of the latter, so as to relieve him from trou- 
ble, expense and risk. 

(b) If the creditor to whose rights subrogation 
is claimed has been satisfied in full, the fact 
that such satisfaction has been brought about 
by two persons will not prevent each from 
setting up the right of subrogation as against 
the other, to the extent of the payments made 
by them; and this is true notwithstanding the 
payments may have been made at different 
times. 

4. When one advances money to another 
upon an agreement that the lender is to have a 
first lien on described property, and to secure 
the debt thus created the lender takes a security 
deed, the mere fact that the lender has sought 
to enforce the collection of his debt by the 
remedies appropriate in such a case will not 
alone amount to a waiver of the rizht to be 
subrogated to the claim of a obrior encum- 
brancer. when itn his efforts to follow the 
remedies above referre@ to he discovers that 
such subrogation is necessary to his protec- 
tion. 

5. When a transaction apparently lawful in 
all respects is attacked as usurious, it is ind 
cumbent upon the person making such attack 
to affirmatively show that the same is thus 
tainted; and .che mere fact that the amount 
received by the debtor less than the apparent 
principal of the debt and that treating the 
amount thus received as the true principal 
would render the transaction usurious, will not 
alone constitute proof of usury. 

6. That the lender of money used to pay off 
a prior encumbrance charged usury would not 
deprive him of the right to be subrogated to 
the rights of the prior encumbrance to the 
extent of the principal of the loan and lawful 
interest thereon. 

7. The plaintiff’s equitable petition set forth 
a cause of action, and there was no error in 
overruling the general decurrer to the same. 

8. When a loan of money is secured by a con- 
veyance of real estate, and subsequently the 
property depreciates in value so that the same 
is worth less than the debt, the lender, if the 
borrower is insolvent, has an equitable claim 
to the rents of such prorerty; and espectally 
is this true when the lender is delayed in the 
prosecution of his remedies by a claim filed by 
a third party, and the litigation ig protracted, 
It is pernfissible in a claim case for the plain- 
tiff in execution to file, in aid of his levy, an 
equitable amendment to the joinder of issue, 
setting up his claims to the rents; and he may 
in such amendment attack a sale which is in 
his way, and make necessary parties for this 
purpose. Such an amendment does not add a 
new cause of action to the claim cage. 

9. When a lender of money brings suit 
against the legal representative of the bor- 
rower praying a special lien on land taken as 
security for the repayment of the loan, and 
the defendant, under a plea of plene adminis- 
travit praeter, sets up and proves that he has 
collected the rents of the land for given vears 
and approximated them in a spectfied way, 
and the judgment is in favor of the defendant 
on this plea, the plaintiff is precluded by such 
judgment from afterwards claiming that the 
rents referred to in this plea should have been 
appropriated to his debt. 

10. A creditor who is the holder of a junior 
encumbrance but who claims to have been 
subrogated to the rights of the senior encum- 
brancer, as against the rights of an interven- 
ing encumbrancer, In setting up the right of 
subrogation must make the senior encum- 
.brancer a party to the proceeding or allege a 
sufficient reason for not doing s0: and must 
also make such allegations and ask for such 
relief as the senior encumbrancer should make 
ree ask for if he were proceeding in his own 
right.
